The uni- 
versity, only 12 yelirs old. is re- 
garded, as the Intellectual focal 
point of the federation. 

Theme of the aemlnarswas 
"The West Indies In Transition: 
Implications of Political Indepen- 
dence". The topic was studied 
from ^uch varied points of view 
as: culture, education, politics, 
economics, and health and wel- 
fare. 

Smith, a second-year medical 
student, chose Uie health and 
welfare aspect as his specialty. 
Morrison, a final year student in 
engineering physics, concentrated 
on the cullurnl heritage of the 
islands. 

The students chose a propitious 
time to visit the young federa- 
tion which came into being less 
than two years ago. Formed from 
ten scattered British territories in 
the . Carribbean, the federation 
faces many ef the problems com* 
mon to underdeveloped countries, 
and a few unique -ones of its 
own. ' 

A crucial election campaign 
was in progress during their so- 
journ in Jamaica, and the Cana- 
dian students attended a number 
of ,colourfoul;street comer rallies^ 
There It no television In Jamaica. 

They also saw many other as- 
pects of Jamaican life such as 
the sugar indusUries and the baux, 
itf mines, recent tourist develop- 
ments, and some of agricultural 
planning schemes, .as well- as 
sampling the standard tourist 
pleuures such as rum, calypso, 
and white sand beachea. 

On leaving Jamaica. 'the group 
was divided into three study 
tours, which travelled separately 
through the various islands. 
Smith visited St Kitta and Grena- 
da, while Morrison went to Bri- 
tish Honduras and Antlgui, 



The group reconvened in Trini- 
dad for a final week, where their 
sessions were addressed by Sir 
Graptley Adams, the federal 
Prime Minister, and by Dr. Eric 
Will ms, the fiery Premier of 
Trinidad. 

Throughout their 'trip, Smith 
and Morrbon told the Dally, they 
were received with open arms by 
the West Indians they met. Be- 
sides the natural friendliness of 
the people, they said, was the 
fact that they were part of a 
Canadian delegation. Canada is 
held in very high esteem by The 
West Indies, both u a model fe- 
deration and as a senior Com- 
monwealth member. 

The talk will be held in the 
Waller M. Stewart Room at 8 p.m. 
this evening. It should be of 
particular interest to those who 
intend to apply for next year's 
seminar, which is being held in

oh! Canada? . 

You may have noticed that ,our intercollegiate de- 
baters look rather gloomy these days. There is a good 
reason, and wé think you ought to kno^v about it._ 

The crisis Svas. caused by an American publication 
called "The National Debate Handbook". For the last., 
number of years, li. gentleman by the name of Westgn 
Walch has been, producing annual versions of this (Iks- 
tinguished Uterary work. It is designed^ to present the 
American toûrtiament debater with a cômplete analysis 
of the The National Debate topic, and with an exhaustive: . geen expre 
compendium of relevant evidence. It has beeti regarded ; the laws Is 
reverently as the intercollegiate debaters' "bible' . ^ P""'»" thm b. 

Now this year's topic, it seems, deals with the pro-^ 
blem of judicial çeview. Mr. Walch has seen fit to include • 
in his discussion bf'the topic a brief background of the 
Canadian constitution. We all appreciate the fact that 
Canada is finally being given attention by our southern 
neighbors. We have always felt that .they have, so much 
to learn from us. And it is only because we. are .thankful 
for his iirtterest that we wish to point out a few of the 
Ihaccuracies Vhich Mr. Walch has unfortunately insert- 
eUl jBesides we owe it to our debaters. 

Mr. Walch says that in 1867 "Quebec, Ontario and 
the Maritime colonies. (except Newfoundland)" entered 
Confederation.- This statement is inaccurate on two 
counts. Firstly, at the time of Confederation there were 
no such entities as 'Quebec and Ontario. These were' 
Lower and Uppér' Canada respectively. Secondly, not all 
the Maritimes, even excepting Newfoundland, entered 
Confederation. Prince Edward Island, which h^ad parti- 
cipated in the Charlottetown and Quebec conferences, de- 
cided not te enter at that time. ^ , . . 

Mr. Walch also Informs us that Quebec is "the most 

{opulous province", the Privy Council is "a longstanding^ 
iritish court" and that the Canadian Constitution (BNA 
Act) can be amended only by judicial review or by )Brit- 

Ish Statute. , , \, i. 

Well, we are quite prepared to acknowledge that 
Canada'» constitutional position, especially with regard 
to amendment, lends itself to misunderstanding. We do, 
none the less, fell / that a man of Mr. Walch's stature 
should be more careful. His errors, which may appear-to • 
be quite insignificant," have shattered the sense of secur- ' 
Ity enjoyed by intercollegiate debaters who rely on his 
book. 

Hence their gloom. - 

Ohiy Two For the Money? 

Whenever the Students' Executive Council allocates 
R sizeable sum of money for a few representatives to 
Attend à far-off conference, some neophyte member in- • 
variably expresses vehement objection. He arjeriies that . 
the Students' Society, has no right to appropriate such' 
large amounts for the saké of one or two students. 

If these trips were not designed to benefit more than 
the individual concerned, we would be forced to agree. , 
Foi-tunately, this is not bo. 

Firstly, sending a competent delegation to a confer- 
ence enhances the reputation of this university, espe- 
cially of her student body. It also helps us to propagate 
our views through- such important bodies as NFCUS, 
SCONA and.SCySA. -It givés us new insights into our . 

{)roblems at McGill. We have gleaned many valuable , 
deas, for example, from the annual conference on college 
unions. But perhaps most important, some of the dele- 

{■(ations which we send out gain valuable experiences dur- 
ng their trip to "the outside world". The supreme exam- 
ple of the benefits we can derive along these lines is the 
WXJS international student study-conference held annu- 
ally in different countries of the >yorld. • . . ' 

Last Slimmer the WUS conference was held in .the 
Westilndies Federation. The two McGill representatives 
have returned to Montreal with many new and interest- 
ing ideas stimulated and developed during thçir WUS 
tour. They have expressed their willingness to share 
ivith us these valuable experiences. '
